He added, however, that he feit no ap­ 
prehension over this lack of news, be­ 
cause; in the flrat place, .reports were 
not expected with the cable from Ma­ 
nila cut, and, furthermore, no fears 
were entertained as to Commodore 
Dewey’s ability to maintain his posi­ 
tion. There was no doubt, the secretary 
said, that Commodore 
Dewey’s fleet 
had annihilated the Spanish fleet, and 
with this much accomplished Dewey 
was master of the situation at Manila. 
It was suggested to Long that the shore 
batteries at Cavite and the Corregldor 
Island -might be a serious menace to the 
American fleet, but the secretary did 
not share this view, holding that the 
strength of the Olympia and other ships 
in Dewey’s command was ample to 
make him master of Manila bay and Its 
surroundings. 


Sainpson’H Destination a Secret. 


No news could be gleaned at the navy 
department relative to the movements 
of Admiral Sampson’s ironclads, but 
from the confldent tone of the few offl- 
cinls who are acquainted with the policy 
of the department they are expecting 
to hear very soon of news frort his 
squadron almost as interesting and im- 
portRHt as that received from the Phil­ 
ippines last Monday. A high officer of 
the administration yesterday almost 
demolished the theory that Admiral 
Sampson wa« ffoing to succor the Oregon, 
now on her way from Brazil to Join the 
north Atlantic squadron. He declared 
that the navy department was under no 
apprehensions about the Oregon. That 
left open as possible points of operations 
for Sampson either Porto Rico or some 
port on the Cuban coast, but Just which 
theory is to be accepted is not even 
hinted at by the departmental offlclala 
F irst Action with the Cubans. 


The government tug Leyden arrived 
at Key West, Fla., yesterday bringing 
news of the first light in which Unitei 
States and Cuban forces were engaged 
together against the Spaniards. 
The 
Leyden left Key West Monday after­ 
noon with a party of Insurgents under 
General Baldamore 
Acosta, and 
In­ 
cluding five Cuban scouts under the 
leadership of Captain J. H. Dorst, of 
the United States cavalry. The Leyden 
also carricd a large quantity of arms 
and ammunition. The tug landed five 
men with four boxes of ammunition 
and two horses. 
General Acosta also 
landed and penetrated to the Interior, 
where he communicated with the forces 
of the insurgents. The Leyden lay to 
outside until 5 o’clock in the morning, 
when observing a troop of Spanish In­ 
fantry approaching she put to sea and 
got safely away. The same night she 
proceeded to Matanzas and Tuesday 
afternoon landed another small party 
near there. 


SpiinUh Cavalrjr Swoopii Down. 


Here she was met by Acosta and about 
200 Cubans, half of whom were armed 
with rifles. They united with the men 
on the tug and an attempt was made 
to land the remaining arms and men, 
when a troop of 200 of the Villa VIcosa 
ca' .k.ry swooped down on them, and a 
ilereo engagement of a 
half hour’s 
duration followed. The Cubans flnaliy 
repulsed the enemy, driving them Into 
the woods. 
During this engagement 
several rifle bullets went through the 
Leyden’s smijkestack, but no one wHs 
injured. Rear Admiral Sampson hear­ 
ing of the tight Bent the gunboat Wil­ 
mington. which found the Spanish cav­ 
alry in waiting to welcome another at­ 
tempted 
Invasion. 
The Wilmington 
promptly opened flre upon a number of 
small houses marking the entrance to 
the 
place. 
The gunboat flred four 
shots, which immediately drove back 
the Spaniards, and Captain Dorst with 
the ammunition li'ndoci safely.

Waslhngton. May 6.—A leading Rus­ 
sian diplomat said yesterday that the 
cable report from London stating that 
Emperor Nicholas of Russia was much 
disturbed as to the ultimate destiny of 
the Philippines, and that some sort of 
Immediate intervention was probable, 
was entirely unwarranted and placed 
Russia In a misleading position before 
the people of this country. He says the 
sentiment throughout Russia. ofl!lclal 
and unoftlclal, is one of extreme cor- 
Hlality towards the United States, and 
It shows there will be no change In the 
traditional friendship existing between 
the (*nlted States and Russia. 
The 
friendly feeling, he pointed out, was 
shown by the Russian newspapers 
which arrived In the mail to the Rus­ 
sian embassy. 


At the several foreign headquarters 
the speech of Lord Salisbury before the 
Primrose club Wednesday was regarded 
as deeply significant, in that it was the 
first expression from a high ofl!lcIal 
source clearly indicating the sympathy 
of the British ministry with the present 
course of the United States. In British 
quarters Lord Salisbury’s speech Is re­ 
ceived with much satisfaction as anoth­ 
er evidence of cordiality between this 
country and Great Britain. At the same 
time It Is stated with the greatest posU 
tlveness that this friendly feeling has 
at no time taken official form In the 
way of an entente or understanding of 
any kind. It Is regarded as none the 
less helpful, however, In leading toward 
fuller co-operation and sympathy be­ 
tween the English-speaking people on 
both sides of the water.

Toronto, Ont., May 6.—Senor Du Bose, 
late first secretary of the Spanish le­ 
gation at Washington, lectured to 2,000 
people here last night on the causes of 
the present war. Senor Polo and many 
prominent men were present. The lect­ 
ure was in aid of the Red Cross so­ 
ciety work, and was delivered In a pri­ 
vate capacity. The senor made a severe 
attack on the American people. 


He traced the history of the trouble, 
spoke of American senators as “Border 
ruffians whose Illiterate boorishness Is 
only equaled by their venality and lu­ 
dicrously pompous conceit." He urged 
that American cupidity for conquest 
constituted a grave danger to Europe, 
Canada and Mexico, and concluded by 
comparing the queen regent with “The 
bloated politicians whose countenances 
depict the lust that Is In their hearts.’’

Waihjngton^ May e.-rburing almost 
the eatire: sépislon yesterday the 'senate 
had under consideration the postofllce 
appropriation bill. 
The measure car­ 
ries $99,224,300, being very much the 
heaviest of all the appropriation bills. 
The most important action taken upon 
the measure was the adoption of an 
amendments reducing the number of 
deliveries of mail In all cities of the 
country to a number not exceeding four 
each day. 


A lively debate was precipitated by an 
amendment of the committee striking 
out the appropriation of 1300,000 for 
rural free delivery. By the close vote 
of 25 to 22 the committee was sus­ 
tained. 
An important amendment to 
the bill was one which will prevent 
star route contractors from sub-letting 
their contracts.

Springfield, illls., May 6.-—The First 
and Second battalions of the Fifth regi­ 
ment have beon examined by the medi­ 
cal ofncera clothe United States army, 
and the First ^.battalion lias been mus­ 
tered into the «ervlce. The work of ex­ 
amining the members of the Third regi­ 
ment was begun at the state house, it 
being loo cold to undertake the task at 
Camp Tanner. 
The members of the 
First battalion tot the Third were the 
first to be accepted. 
Several of the 
men now in canr^have raised the ques­ 
tion as to when .they will get the pay 
due thsm from .the state. Unless the 
money IS borrowjid to pay the troops 
they will not reoeivs their |2 per day 
until July 1. Another question to be 
decided by Qovercor.Tanner is whether 
the boys are entitloiS^ to $2 per day or 
1. During the tlme:t5f strikes, etc., pri­ 
vates are allotv'ed $2,\l>ut when In camp 
on the regular annual, tour of duty they 
¿reci^lve but |1 per dajr. 


Tanner Telegraphtt .Secretary A|ger. 
«Oovernor Tanner has telegraphed Sec­ 
retary Alger asking him,to again amend 
thC! call for troops from Illinois so as to 
IncSlude an engineering curpa of eighty- 
six jmen under Captain V- T. Reed, of 
Chii^go. It is rumored that General J. 
W. \^nce, now in the ofllce of the state 
superintendent of insurance here, is to 
be appointed colonel of the Fourth regi­ 
ment, to succeed Colonel Washburn, of 
Vandalia, resigned. 
Rain Jtalling for 
two dayi) incessantly has made Camp 
Tanner a very disagreeable place. The 
weather te exceedingly cold tor this 
time of the year, and the boys are hav­ 
ing anything but a pleasant life. Near- 
all are suffering from severe colds, 
but making no complaint. Otherwise 
the health of the camp is excellent, 
thijre being only six serious cases, mpst- 
ly pneumonia. 
The grounds are so 
muddy and wet that rubber boots, rub­ 
ber overcoats, etc., are In great demand 
and merchants handling such goods do* 
ing a large business. 


That Koll of Gun Cotton. 


The arrest of William T. Akins, of 
Chicago, on a charge of being a fugitive 
from Justict promises to clear up the 
dynamite story. Major Stuart, of the 
postofllce service, Is assisting the post 
commander in running down the mat­ 
ter. Akins is a former Chicagoan, and 
was fired out of the First ten years ago. 
It was alleged, 
for purloining acme 
medals. He is also wanted in New York 
for the robbery of Harkness, who jms 0^ 
brother in the First. When searched 
Akins’ kit had a fvll set of burglar tools 
and masko iiid some police stars. When 
the troops first went Into camp. General 
Barkley • received a letter warning him 
against Spanish spies. No sooner had 
the roll of gun cotton been found than 
Akins, who appeared as a citizen, came 
forward as a government detective and 
volunteered to run down the perpetra­ 
tor of the gun cotton plot. His answer 
on another charge now leads the com­ 
mander to believe Akins placed the 
explosive simply to get an excuse to gee 
Into the volunteer service In order to 
work a graft. _______

Camp Harvey, Milwaukee. May 
The work of transforming the three 
regiments of the Wisconsin National 
Guard Into volunteers of the United 
States still goes on, and at the present 
rate this process will take a week more, 
l^he Wisconsin soldiers have now heen 
In camp one week and during those 
seven days there has been but one of de­ 
cent w'enther. Considering the discour­ 
agement of the elements and Inadequate 
equipment In some cases, it may be 
said that the morale of the Wisconsin 
army 1* first-class. The boys were giv­ 
en considerable leeway at first, but 
gradually the restrictions became more 
B^vere and the officers now have a pret­ 
ty tight grip on the men. 


Major H. E. Bradley says that In tl»e 
physical examination the percentage of 
rejected men Is 10. The most rejections 
are among reorults, who were not ex­ 
amined before they came into the Na­ 
tional Guard. The rate of examination 
is a battalion a day. Therefore it will 
take nine days, and one day for a gen­ 
eral clearing up. Tbe Third regiment 
will be finished Saturday night and the 
Second will be taken up Sunday. The 
physicians find their w’ork tiresome, but 
are in a hurry to get through with It. 
Tbe work Is systemized and each sur­ 
geon takes a separate branch. 


‘’I will scuttle my ship tliis after­ 
noon," said Colonel Doyon. He Issued 
rations for four meals and closed up 
shop.

These things have come in their retfu- 
lar sequence. 
I am here at this arbi­ 
tration meeting before 1 go it) the gun 
factory. This subject is one that has 
long attracted the attention and I think 
I may say has, perhaps, as greatly a t­ 
tracted the attention, lntere.st and ad­ 
herence of the United States as that 
of any other Christian power In the 
w’orld. 
Let me say simply this; That 
for myself—tem porarily in a place of 
influence in this country—and much 
more for he gi ?at body of its citizen­ 
ship, I express the desire of America 
for peace with the whole world. 
It 
would have been vain to suggest the 
pulling down of block houses or fam ­ 
ily disarm am ent to the settlers on a 
hostile Indian frontier. 
They would 
have told you rightly th at the condi­ 
tions were not ripe. And so It may be, 
and probably la true, that a full appli­ 
cation of the principle Is not presently 
possible, 
the devil still 
being un­ 
chained. We will have our gun foun­ 
dries, and possibly will best promote 
the settlem ent of 
International di«- 
putes by arbitration, by having it un­ 
derstood that If the appeal to a flereer* 
tribunal we shall not be out of the de­ 
bate. 
It Is for a Christian sentiment, 
manifesting itself In a nation, to re­ 
move forever such causes of dispute; 
and then what remains will l>e the 
easy subject of adjustm ent by fair in ­ 
ternational arbitration. But I had not 
Intended to enter Into a discussion of 
this great theme, for by the settiuri 
forth of w'hlch you have appointed 
those w'ho have given it special atten ­ 
tion.”
